—The meeting éf General Nogi 1nd 
General Stoessel to-day was 41s n- 
dramatic as ‘the conclusion of the 
siege. It had been ‘previously 49r- 
ranged to take place at moon in the 
single undamsared house of the vil- 
lage of Shuishi. This house was a 
miserable hovel, called the Pium 
Tree Cottage. : 

Through a misunderstanding, Gen- 
er) Steessel rode out of Port Ar- 
thur at 109 O’clock, accompanied by 
Col. Reiss and twe flag officers, io 
the Japanese Lines, and missed the 
Japanese delegated to escort him to 


the meeting place.

Both generals then mutually orars- 
ed each other and their officers for 
their bravery. The conversation ae 
terwards turned on the explosion ot 
the mine at Sengshu mountain fort. : 
General Stoessel said thai the entire 
garrison of the fort was either kill- 
ed or were made prisoners. 

Continuing, General Stoessel said 
he had heard that General Nogi had 
lost both of his sens. and praised 
his loyalty in thus sacrificing his 
sons, who had died fighting for their 
Emperor and country. 

General Nogi smilingiy replied, 
“One of my sons gave his life at 
Nan Shan, and the other at 203 
Metre hil. Both of these ywositions 
were cf the greatest importance to 
the Japanese army, and I am slad 
tbe sacrifice of my sons’ lives “aad 
been in the eapiure of such import- 
ant positions, and I feel that the 
sacrifices were not made in vain. | 
Their lives were nothing compared 
to the objects sought.” 

General Stoessel then asked per- 
mission to present his charger ite 
General Nogi as a token of his ap- 
creciation and admiration. General 
Nog: expressed thanks for the Rus- 
gian general’s kindness. but said he 
could not accept the horse, but, he 
continued, he would: accept it for the 
army. as he considered that the Rus- 
sian horses were the property of Ja- 
can, and he felt that he could sob 
make General Stoessel’s charger his 
crivate properts. 

Thereupon General Stoessel assur- 
ed General Nogi that he admired his 
roint of view. 

The Jacganese commander request- 
ed General Stsessel to continue te 
ccoups his residence in Port Arthur 
until arrangemenis were comrleted 
for the return of himself and famity 
to Russia.

ies Lochenghsien, Yungsien, Lichca- 
fu. ‘There a dertermined stand was 
made, but the Impefial fairmy: sur- 
rounded the insurgents, killed 300 of 
them. and captured all but 300 out 
of a band of 4.000. ; 

Next the rebels gathered in force 
at Szepaohsu, recruits to their rank 
ewelling the total to 6.000. The Im 
crerial troops, 8,000 in ouwmber, at 
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then coured over the walls of the ci- 
ty. which were held by two compis- 


ies of well-armed soldiers. The mul- ;( 


itary and civil awthorities were com- 
tletely taken by surprise and the 
Miaotse chief was compelled te aban- 
don the city with such of his cribe 
as escaped massacre at the hands of 
the insurgents.
